The children have been in the new 
Alberta Red Cross hospital about 3 
months now and already it’s taken 
on the appearance of hominess and 
fun of living that characterized the 
atmosphere of the old building. Some 
30 patients have so far augmented 
the population with the present com- 
plement at 71, although figures fluc- 
uate daily. 

The difference to the children is 
that now they have wide corridors 
in which to ride their tricycles, push 
their doll buggies and maneouver their 
little play car. Wide corridors mean 
floor polishers, too, and the housekeep 
ing staff always have plenty of eager 
help in pushing the electric polishers 
along. Indeed, the children take as 
much interest in the various equip- 
ment as the average child does in his 
mother’s vacuum cleaner. Nursing 
aides pushing mobile laundry baskets 
down the halls have more helpers 
than enough with” three or four kid- 
dies a'l enjoying the novelty. All these 
activities, besides being entertaining, 
mean good exercise for weakened mus- 
cles, 


The ambulatory patients find plen- 
ty to do as they visit from one ward 
to another, sit in the -corridors to 
play just like Junior sits In the mid- 
dle of the kitchen at home and gener 
ally enjoys life. There's plenty of ex- 
citement for the bed patients, too, All 
rooms have a fine view and because 
of the many gifts sent to the children, 
they have ample opportunity to ex- 
plore books, cutouts, coloring and 
games. Of course, the older patients 
all attend school either in one of the 
school rooms or in bed. 

The staff in the main office usually 
have company; a patient who wand- 
ers in to inspect the typewriters and 
get acquainted. ... a little fellow who 
gleefully announces that he's to have 
his tonsils out... . a litt’e girl show- 
ing off her new crutches, 

Better facilities, more sunlight and 
the pleasant surroundings of the new 
building assist both the patients and 
the medical and nursing staffs. Each 
Friday the out-patient department is 
more popular with two doctors at a 
time examining the children. During 
out-patients’, members of the Junior 
Service League the staff and 
work in the snack bar. 

In every way, the new hospital is 
an achievment and an advancement. 
Every department finds its work eas- 
ier; its services to the chi'd patients 
more effective for their betterment 
and well-being. Without a doubt, this 
new ‘hospital of hope’ is fulfilling its 
long-felt need.

More Men Needed 
Says Recruiting Officer 


There is a continuing need for a 
steady flow of good recruits to main- 
tain expanded corps and units of the 
Canadian Army, both home and 
overseas” Capt Roy Jardine, Western 
Commend Recruiting Officer, said on 
a periodic visit to Raymond this week 

Capt, Jardine sald the general res- 
ponse to special reeruiting drives, 
especia'ly in the rural areas of Alber- 
ta, had been excellent. However he 
pointed out that the army now has 
more than 15,000 active force soldiers 
and that a large monthly intake was 
necessary to muintain this level and 
provide for rotation of troops abroad.
